TWELFTH STREET DAM TO 


BE RAISED AND WIDENED. 


CITY ENGINEER ESTIMATES THAT IT WILL COST NEARLY 


TWICE AS MUCH TO LAY AN ASPHALT PAVE- 


WENT AS TO MACADAMIZE. 


The plans and specifications for the 


Improvement 
of the Twelfth 
street 


dam submitted to the Council by City 
Engineer Turner are comprehensive in 
detail. They embrace the estimates of 
cost and details of construction of t\vo 
separate plans for placing the dam in 
proper condition to meet the increasing 
demands upon it as the main thorough- 
fare leading to the south and east from 
the city. 
' 


The Twelfth street dam serves two 


distinct purposes. 
It is a viaduct as 


well as a dam. It is the main artery of 
travel between the eastern and western 
sections of the city, and as such it must 
bear the strain of a constantly increas- 
ing volume of traflic, including the pas- 
sage of the heavy cars of the Hay- 
wards electric road. In addition it re- 
tains the water in Lake Merritt which 
flushes the .Main Lake sewer in return- 
Ing to the sea at low tide. 
To meet 


these requirements there must be a 
wide and secure roadway; the gales 
must be large 
enough to admit the 


passage :of a large volume of water at 
high tide, and the inlet from the har- 
bor must be wide enough to permit the 
force of 
the tide to carry 
sufficient 


water through the gates to raise the 
lake to the tide level. 


At present the dam is very insecure. 


The piling and woodwork substructure 
has rotted away, and the earth em- 
bankment is slowly sinking. The cul- 
vert gates are too narrow, and are in 
a condition of utter decay. The Inlet 
to the tidal basin is so narrow and 
crooked that the tide pressure is in- 
sufficient 
to force in 
the 
required 


amount of water. As a result, the main 
lake sewer is inadequately flushed and 
shows a constant tendency to choke 


The roadway is not nearly wide 


enough, and 
has sunk 
con^. 


below the city grade. 
'According to 


measurements, the maximum high tide 
is 2 1-4 feet above the city grade, Avhich 
indicates 'that 
the official 
grade ^vas 


fixed too low. 


Mr. Turner bases both his plans of 


improvement on widening the roadway 
to 120 feet and raising the grade to a 
maximum of a little 
over four feet 


above the official grade heretofore. 
He 


also proposes to lower a-nd enlarge the 
gate entrances and 'to straighten as far 
as possible the inlet channel and re- 
move the obstructions which at pres- 
ent impede the tidal flow. The raise 
of the embankment will be made with 
earth and gravel, riprapped with stone, 
and supported by what is known as a 


One plan is to macadamize the road,. 


way, build a concrete culvert and ce- 
ment sidewalks. 
The City Engineer 


estimates as the total cost of widen- 
ing, raising- 
and macadamizing 
the 


dam at $42,253, including 10 per cent for 
contingencies. 
The other plan . is to 


cover the roadway with an 
asphalt 


.pavement laid on a concrete bed. It is 
estimated that the entire improvement 
with 
the asphalt pavement 
will be 


$76,770, including 10 per cent for inci- 
dentals. 
This represents a cash dif- 


ference of $34,617 in favor of the first 
project, but Mr. Turner figures out a 
still greater 'financial advantage for it. 
The cost of keeping the asphalt pave- 
ment in good repair for six years lie 
places at $11,5S6, while trie cost of keep- 
ing a macadam roadway In repair, in- 
cluding sprinkling, he estimates at only 
$5,050— a difference of about $1,000 a 
year in favor of the latter. Mr. Turner 
does not recommend the adoption, of 
any particular plan, but he is emphatic 
in stating that some plan should be 
adopted without delay. 


"I have submitted my plans and es- 


timates to ths Council," he said, "and It 
is for that body to decide what shall be 
done. It is. a matter of urgent necessity 
that the dam should be placed in proper 
condition. 
The culvert and sates are 


about gone absolutely. It is no longer 
a question of repairing them. A new cul- 
vert must be put in, and when it is done 
It should be constructed to admit suffi- 
cient water to raise the lake level high 
enough to tfive adequate Hushing press- 
ure on the main lake sewer. It Is evident 
that the embankment should be raised 
and widened, and the quicker this work 
is done the better. It should all be done 
at once. So far as the two plans are con- 
cerned the macadam is much the cheaper, 
and at the end of six years, which con- 
stitutes the life o£ a pavement, the ad- 
vantage would be in .its favur. The as- 
phalt would look better, but the tendency 
of the dam to sink would render it liable; 
to cracking, which would detract from 
its appearance and lessen its usefulness. 


"The dam is sinking at the rate of half , 


on inch a year, but that is not a. serious I 
matter. 
From numerous borings I hr.d 


made I ascertained 
that 
the average 


depth of the mud is about forty-eight 
feet, with a stiff clay underneath. 
I 


found the mud stiffer than I expected and 
less liable to slip. There is no question 
but what a good permanent roadway can 
be made there if supported by a retaining 
wall of the character I have described. 
The slight sinking, 1 have alluded to will 
decrease as the dam settles, and the dc- ' 
pression can be graded up if necessary. ' 
The improvement I have outlined will 
leave the dam In a condition to be Im- :
